Prom the* time you wrote and promised to have nothing more to say in public about the

What action.? trying 
to defend him: with local counsel who would not lift a finger except to get him name in 
the papers? H aV e you forgotten that X turned certain witnesses sad evidence over to you 
after a prel imin a r y investigation 2/71 and you agree to do what was necessary and to this 
day have not? How if you want to know more of ehat you should have done and did not I can 
pick up after ay first trip to f Wphis. Ab you refer to Jim separately I regard it as 
unprofessional and think otters might regard it as defamatory if not libfclloua. 





Vhat "action" ciuld I, a non-lawyer, take? There is none I did take except to try to 
develop wgat evidence I could - unlike you wh» did not do a damned thing - and to tell 
Jimmy what 1 could about vhat it shoved.

You have never done arm lick of real work in this case 
and when you insisted on t a nking a spectacle of yourself in court during the evidentiary 
hearing I had to spend three painful disagreeable days trying to prepare you for the 
simplest of examinations you then not only blew but used as a of antagonising the

Vby do you intrude where you not only do not know but have no basis for knowing? Where do 
you, a lawyer, get off - sr on- tell ing Jimmy to "terminate all relationships’' with the 
other three# of us? ®o you have any knowledge of anything other than the fact that the 
exith circuit ordered Jia to continue to represent Jisry?
